FROM THE BEARS’ SEASON OPENER

F rom a glass-half-ftill point of view, absolutely no one thought the Bears 
would go i6-o this season, so at least they got their first loss out of the 
way Sunday The Bears actually looked capable of pulling off an upset at 
Houston before being thoroughly outclassed in the second half of a 23-14 defeat. 
Which means some of the season’s firsts carry hope with them into next week.

First Belichick-y move from John Fox: As 

with every game, the inactives were revealed 
about an hour before kickoff. Kyle Long and 
receiver Kevin White were active, so yay for 
the offense! But starting cornerback Kyle Fuller 
was ruled out, and the Bears didn’t name his 
replacement right away. Like New England 
Patriots coach Bill Belichick, who is notorious 
for keeping such information close to the vest, 
it seems Bears coach John Fox doesn’t want 
anyone getting into his head. 


First pour-one-out-for-Robbie-Gould 
moment: A week after the Bears released 
Robbie Gould, the franchise’s all-time leading 
scorer still was a topic of discussion on CSN 
Chicago’s pregame show. Lance Briggs, one 
of Gould’s former teammates, wasn’t buying 
management’s rationale that the team needed 
to get younger. “As long as I’ve been watching 
football, you could have a young team with an 
old kicker,’’ Briggs said. 


First tear-jerker: Sunday’s games coincided 
with the 15th anniversary of the Sept. 11 terror 
attacks. A message from President Obama 
played on the video screen in Houston thanked 
first responders and soldiers and expressed 
condolences for all whose lives were affected 
by that dark day. More than a few people in the 
crowd in Houston teared up at the reminder of 
what Americans have endured. 

First sign the season is slipping away: 

Literally. Early in the first quarter. Bears 
defensive lineman Mitch Unrein had a hold of 
Brock Osweiler’s jersey with both hands but 
couldn’t bring him down, and the Houston 
quarterback ended up running for 15 yards and 
a first down. Our confidence wasn’t exactly 
skyrocketing at this point. 

First Peanut Tillman flashback: Just when 
it looked like the Texans were going to march 
unimpeded into the end zone on their season’s 
opening drive. Bears cornerback Tracy Porter 
ripped a pass out of DeAndre Hopkins’ hands 
for an interception.

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the Bears’ touchdown drive and made that 
31-yard punt return later in the first quarter, you 
checked to see if anyone on your league had 
picked him up. 

First sign Fox isn’t fooling around: Faced 
with fourth-and-1 on the Houston 31 with three 
minutes left in the first quarter, the Bears coach 
called Cutler’s number on the quarterback 
sneak, which led to ... 

First full-on face-palm: ... A fumbled snap as 
rookie center Cody Whitehair never got the ball 
into Cutler’s hands. The result? The season’s 
first turnover and a missed opportunity to dig a 
bigger hole for the Texans. 

First scream after a big play: Bears linebacker 
Jerrell Freeman crushed Tyler Ervin as the 
Texans running back tried to haul in a pass on 
third-and-goal, assuring the ball fell incomplete 
and forcing Houston to settle for a field goal. 
Freeman then celebrated in the direction of the 
Bears sideline. Imagine how excited he’ll be if 
the Bears make the playoffs! 

First teaching moment: After Cutler was 
sacked to end a Bears drive. Long looked like 
he had a few pointers for new right tackle 
Bobby Massie, slapping one hand into the 
other as he made his point. Either that or Long 
was showing him how to break a board, martial 
arts-style. 

First sign the Bears defense was 
overmatched: Hopkins made a solid grab in 
the back left corner of the end zone over Porter 
to give the Texans a 10-7 lead. Sometimes you 
just get beat. 

First “please tell us we don’t have to bring in 
Brian Hoyer” moment: Late in the first half. 
Cutler took a shot to the ribs while delivering 
a pass, then took longer than usual to get to 
his feet. For a split-second there, we thought 
Hoyer would be coming in off the bench. And 
the last time Hoyer played in Houston, he threw 


four interceptions in a Texans uniform in a 30-0 
playoff loss to Kansas City. Nobody needs to 
see that again. 

First sign the Cutler-Royal bromance is alive 
and well: Cutler found the veteran receiver in 
the front of the end zone with 13 seconds left in 
the first half to give the Bears the lead again. That 
capped a 31-second, 75-yard drive that included a 
54-yard strike to Jeffery. Royal had a career-high 
91 catches for 980 yards in his rookie year of 
2008, so anything close to that should keep the 
Bears rolling all year. Keep doing you. Jay. 

First Jay Cutler face: Cutler looked annoyed/ 
dumbfounded/determined after floating 
an interception to Andre Hal on the Bears’ 
first drive of the second half. To hear the Fox 
announcers tell it. White hung him out to dry 
by cutting his route short. Maybe study on the 
way home, Kevin. 

First Brian Uriacher flashback: The legendary 
linebacker was the last Bears player to win 
Defensive Rookie of the Year, capturing that 
award in 2000. Leonard Floyd put himself on 
voters’ radar by smushing Osweiler (with help 
from Eddie Goldman) in the third quarter for 
his first career sack. 

First Lovie Smith flashback: The former Bears 
coach was known for choosing less-than- 
ideal times to throw the challenge flag. Fox 
similarly was grasping at straws Sunday when 
he contested a sideline catch by Houston’s 
Will Fuller. The call was upheld and the Texans 
ended up with a field goal to essentially put the 
game out of reach at 23-14. 

First reason to ignore the Bears until 
baseball season is over: OK, so that’s a bit 
dramatic. Yet the Bears surrendered five sacks 
Sunday, and that total could have been much 
higher. They were shut out in the second half 
and managed 71 yards of offense after halftime. 
At least they have an extra day to prepare for 
their home opener Sept. 19.

said Jon Lovett, a former Obama speechwriter. 
“%u have to find people where they are, and 
they are getting their information from a lot of 
different places, including entertainment.” 

“We as a culture have decided that we want 
our political figures to speak to us through 
not just totally dry and boring” mediums, he 
added. “We want to get a sense of them as 
people through comedy shows and personal 
interviews, along with everything else.” 

Using pop culture to engage his supporters 
after winning the election was a bold move for 
Obama. 

“Sitting presidents didn’t do that,” said 
Robert Thompson, the founding director of 
the Bleier Center for Television and Popular 
Culture at Syracuse University 

Richard Nixon was helped by his appear- 
ance on “Laugh-In” as a candidate. John F. 
Kennedy went on “Tonight Starring Jack 
Paar” when he ran for office. Bill Clinton 
memorably played the sax on Arsenio Hall’s 
show But other appearances on popular tele- 
vision were few, Thompson said. 

Obama kept it going because he and his 
team thought it played to his strengths, said 
Stephanie Cutter, who has been a top adviser 
to both of the Obamas. 

The president has a dry wit. Michelle 
Obama is “just funny” said Cutter, who 
helped create the first lady’s Let’s Move! pro- 
gram. “In terms of message delivery, you don’t 
always have to hit people over the head with a 
stick. It can come through comedy and skits, 
[but] not every politician or public figure has 
the skill set to do it.” 

Michelle Obama’s East Wing office has 
become a kind of White House lab for try- 
ing new media. After her 2008 speech at the 
Democratic National Convention, a wide 
range of media requests started pouring in. 
Cutter said, and Obama began to develop a 
broad media profile. 

She experimented on social media, posting 
childhood photos on Instagram. Her number 
of followers there surpassed the number fol- 
lowing the main White House account. And 
her staff built partnerships with Internet stars 
on YouTube and Vine, some of whom have 
come to Washington to make silly videos with

“I view myself as being the average wom- 
an,” Obama told Variety this summer. “While 
I am first lady I wasn’t first lady my whole life. 
I’m a product of pop culture. I’m a consumer 
of pop culture, and I know what resonates 
with people. I know what they’ll get a chuckle 
out of and what they think is kind of silly” 

The president has given his wife credit for 
taking chances. Before he sat down with Zach 
Galifianakis on “Between Two Ferns” to make a 
pitch for young people to sign up for the Afford- 
able Care Act, the first lady had a push-up con- 
test with Ellen DeGeneres to promote fitness. 

“Michelle understood this earlier, because 
she had fewer resources,” the president said in 
the New Y)rk Times magazine this year. “Y)u 
have to leverage different platforms because 
a fireside chat just gets lost in the noise today 
People aren’t part of one conversation; they’re 
part of a million. ... Y)u’re drawing on where 
the culture is to get the message out.” 

Obama should know: Within hours of the 
“Between Two Ferns” episode, more than 
19,000 people had visited HealthCare.gov. 
That bit, the president said, drew more young 
people to sign up for health care than any 
other pitch. 

The Obamas’ methods for communicating 
with the country have changed expectations 
for how a president and first lady should act, 
said Amanda Miller Littlejohn, a public rela- 
tions and personal branding consultant. 

“Y)u saw the White House in the past as 
being this untouchable, unrelatable institu- 
tion,” Miller Littlejohn said, adding that pop 
culture and the presidency may now be per- 
manently linked.
